They whirled 
the logs around, stood on one foot, 
sit down, kneeled down, laid down, 
rolled over on the log, drank lying 
down, drank lying om their backs, and 
in short did more than most people 
can do on a solid floor. 

Finally one jumped upon to the 
log with the other, and deliberately 
sent his log whirling to the other side 
of the river wjth his pike-pole, and 
now commenced the strife in earnest. 
To roll the other off the log, one would 


set the log whirling like the shaft of a 


mill wheel until the water was covered 
with foam from the whirl, when of a 
sudden he would stamp his spikes into 
the log and stop it so 1¢ would appear 
a3 solid as the eternal rocks; it would 
not even tremble. Then he would 
start it rolling in the other direction 
until the waters would be whirled into 
a foam again, and both men would be 
rnnning at the top of their speed to 
keep on top of the log, when in would 
go the spikes and the logs would be 
stopped as if held in a vice. This was 
répeated a dozen times but to no. pur- 
pos¢, each watched the other, foot and 
foot came down together.

But here he remained in peaceable 
possession of his home in the wilder- 
ness until 1826. The Hudson Bay 
Company had gained a foothold in the 
country, and they sent one of their 
trusted French employes to French 
Prairie to establish a farm and raise 
grain, vegetables, etc., for the use of 


; 'that company. Peter Depot, on his 


arrival, purchased) Montoure’s primi- 
tive home and farm and commenced 
in earnest the business of agriculture. 
When the restless American race push- 
ed their way into this rich and fertile 
valley and began to erect their homes 
on its fine agricultural and grazing 
lands, the Hudson Bay Company gave 
up their farming enterprise, preferring 
to obtain their supplies derived from 
the soil from the early pioneers, and 
turned their attention more exclusive- 
ly to their legitimate business of trap- 
ping and trading with the Indians 
When this change occurred, Peter 
Depot, preferring to continue the 
peaceable occupation of a farmer to 
that of a roving trapper and hunter, 
was left in peaceable possession of his 
home. Here he remained until 1850, 
when Mr. Brown bought him’ out and 
took possession of the place. During 
all this time, nearly sixty-five years, 
this farm has been in continuous cul- 
tivation. It has never been manured, 
nor has it needed it, and during all 
that time the fields have received no 
rest, except having been Summer-fal- 
lowed three or four times. The crops 
growing upon it the present year are 
as fine as any in the State; the growth 
is luxuriant, and the yield will be as 
great as any previous year, notwith- 
standing its long and constant service. 
This farm and its present condition is 
a fair and practical illustration of the 
richness, productiveness and durability 
of the lands of the Willamette Valley.

he Democratic press has at length

The 
various phases of the fearful strike in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana were 
presented, and sympathy for the 
strikers expressed. At ten o'clock the 
meeting adjourned. 

At its close, however, a large mob, 
com posed principally of the hoodlum 
class, was formed, and i:narched noisily 
and irregularly through the principal 
streets of the city. Every Chinese 
wash-house that could be found was 
demolished, and had its tenants been 
found they would have been kiliha. 
A hoodlum threw a stone against 
a kerosene lamp, breaking it into 
pieces, and scattering the burning 
oil in some clothing. The fire was 
thus communicated to the building 
and it with an adjoining one burned. 
A gas fixture shop was taken to be a 
Chinese house and was destroyed be- 
fore the mistake was discovered. The 
mob then moved down the street and 
was met at the corner by a band of 
police, who succeeded in dispersing 
the riotous precession, and order was 
restored.

Cossack Women. 


i 

The Cossacks have some very curi- 
ous customs. They are all compara- 
tively young men, and nearly all mar- 
ried, of course to young wives. It 
often happens, as in the present in- 
stance, that they are away from home 
during a war for one or even three or 
four years, and the natural result is 
that many of the wives left behind do 
not prove to be Lucretias.. .The. Cos- 
sacks are quite aware of this, and 
many of them, upon starting home, 
buy a white scarf or handkerchief, 
which they take with them. Upon 
entering their village the whole popu- 
lation—women, girls, old men and 
children—come out to meet them, in- 
cluding, of course, the wives of the 
returning wanderers. Now, those of 
the wives who have been unfaithful to 
their lords, of which there is usually 
« considerable sprinkling, go forward 
to their husbands, kneel down before 
them in the road, put their faces in 
the dust and place their husband’s 
foot upon their neck. This is a con- 
fession of guilt, and at the same time 
a prayer for forgiveness. If the hus- 
band then covers the wife’s head with 
the white scarf, it means that he for- 
gives her, asks no questions and oblit- 
erates the past. In this case no one 
has a right ever to reproach the wife 
with inconstancy, and if any one 
should be rash enough to do so, he 
would have to account with the hus- 
band, who isthe protector of his wife’s 
honor. If, on the contrary, the white 
hankerchief is not produc -d, the wo- 
man returns straight to her father’s 
house without again entering her hus- 
band’s dwelling, and a divorce is_ pro- 
nounced. Although there is generally 
a considerable sprinkling of  wo- 
men who come forward to 
kneel down and to put their 
faces in the dust, it rarely hap- 
pens that they are not forgiven. A 
very tragical case, however, is related, 
in which the reverse took place. A 
returning Cossack was informed by a 
inalicious neighbor before he reached 
his home that his wife had been un- 
faithful, without waiting to see 
whether the guilty woman would come 
forward and confess her sins. The 
comrades of the Cossack perceived 
that he had all of a sudden taken to 
drink and dissipation, although he 
was not a man given to these vices. 
When he reached his village his wife, 
as he feared, came forward, knelt 
down and put her face in the dust at 
his feet. The spectators saw him look 
at her as she lay in the dust for a long 
time. Two or three times he put his 
hand in his breast for the white hand- 
kerchief, as if he were going to cover 
the repentant woman’s head—two or 
three times the movement was _ re- 
strained. Finally, as if driven by a 
sudden impulse, he all at once drew 
his shashka, and with one stroke sev- 
ered her head from her body! The 
punishment for the crime was two 
months imprisonment, while the inali- 
cious neighbor who had taken the 
trouble to inform him beforehand of 
his wife’s misconduct was sentenced 
to Siberia for three years.
